The most p op ular season of the 
y ear for p ublic sales is from the 
middle of January to the first of 
March. 
The “rush” for the auction­ 
eers is p ractically ov er by the first 
of March and there is a reason why 
farmer* disp ose 
of their p ersonal 
p rop erty at this time. 
Most of the chang es that are made 
in renting farms occur during the 
sp ring of the y ear before time for 
sowing the g rain and many farmers 
who ex p ect to move any considerable 
distance find it conv enient to disp ose 
of their p ersonal p rop erty and rebuy 
after they reach their new locations. 
Farmers and others who hav e need 
for farming imp lements and other 
such articles which are sold at p ub­ 
lic sales hav e found that the equip ­ 
ment can often he boug ht at a sav ­ 
ing and frequently they hav e only a 
short distance to mov e the g oods. 
rMo*t of the sales are conducted on a 
“time p lan” whereby the p urchaser 
is g iv en from four months to a y ear 
to p ay hill* which amount to ov er $5. 
Purchases under that sum are deliv ­ 
ered only for cash.

BERT HOPE IS GIVEN 


LIFE TERM BY JURY 


Princeton. Ind., Murderer Glad 
to Avoid Chair. 


Princeton, Ind., Feb. 14.—Bert Hope, 
charg ed with mu rder of his mother, 
Mrs. Su san Fleming , in this city Nov . 
8, 19 15, was fou nd g u ilty of mu rder in 
the first deg ree by the ju ry and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment. Three 
of the ju rors held ou t for the death 
penalty for more than twenty hou rs 
The ju ry took more than twenty 
ballots and the q u estion at all times 
was whether the mu rder had been pre­ 
meditated. 
On the first ballot the 
ju ry stood three for the death penalty , 
six for mu rder in the first deg ree with 
life imprisonment, and three for man­ 
slau g hter. 
Manslau g hter was not con­ 
sidered fu rther. 
Hope receiv ed the v erdict with ap­ 
parent satisfaction. 
After the ju ry 
had been ou t all nig ht they asked the 
cou rt for a clearer definition of in 
stru ctions on the q u estion of premedi­ 
tation 
Ev ery one, ev en the defend­ 
ant, realized that this cou ld only mean 
that the ju rors were deliberating the 
q u estion of sending him to the elec­ 
tric chair. 
On his retu rn to the cou nty jail he 
said to the sheriff, “Well, if it has to 
he this way , it has to he.’’ 
It was his 
only comment. 
The mu rder was one of the most 
bru tal ev er committed in Gibson cou n­ 
ty . 
Becau se his mother wou ld not 
g iv e him a part of her pension money . 
Hope, who is a carpenter, was charg ed 
with beating and kicking her into in­ 
sensibility at their home on the aft­ 
ernoon of Nov . 8. Her face and breast 
were a mass of bru ises and one leg 
was dislocated at the knee. The wom­ 
an, who was sev enty -six y ears old. 
died two day s later withou t reg aining 
consciou sness. 
The assau lt was wit­ 
nessed by a neig hbor, Samu el Crow, 
from the window of his home. 
Hope 
has a wife and fiv e children. 


Fined on Truancy Charge. 
Peru , Ind., Feb. 14.—D. D. Slabau g h 
and W. H. Bishop, each a farm owner 
in Clay township, this cou nty , hav e 
been fined $12 each for not keeping 
their sons in school, and as they re­ 
fu se to pay , time has been g iv en them 
in which to adju st their affairs at 
home so they can retu rn to Peru and 
spend twelv e day s in jail. 
The men 
are Amish and are opposed to new 
ideas which hav e been introdu ced into 
the schools of the township. 


PANAMI CANAL THREATENED 


Senate Committee on Foreign Rela­ 


tions Possesses Documents Making 


Remarkable Revelations of Am biti­ 


ous Desiqns of Germany. 


Washing ton, Feb. 14—Ex traordinary 
rev elations of the repu ted plans of 
Germany to establish a foothold in 
sev eral repu blics of the western hem­ 
isphere and in the Danish West In­ 
dies ( In defiance of the Monroe doc­ 
trine, are in the possession of the com­ 
mittee on foreig n relations of the Uni­ 
ted States senate. 
The committee is carefu lly g u arding 
the ev idence from pu blication becau se 
of fear it mig ht hav e u pon pu blic opin­ 
ion. So impressed were senators with 
the adv isability of'^appressing 
the 
information that the motion to debate 
the Nicarag u an treaty in the open sen­ 
ate, which wou ld hav e entailed dis­ 
closu re of the German plans, wTas de­ 
feated by an ov erwhelming v ote. 
In defence to the same considera­ 
tions proposed Colombian and Hav - 
tian treaties will he debated by the 
senate behind closed doors. 
The docu ments in the possession of 
the committee pu rport to prov e: That 
Germany sou g ht to establish a sphere 
of influ ence in Nicarag u a by pu rchase 
of the inter-oceanic canal rou te and 
the rig ht to establish nav al bases. 
That Germany sou g ht to g ain a foot­ 
hold in Colombia bv neg otiation of an 
inter-oceanic canal concession and the 
pu rchase of plantations and the estab­ 
lishment of a nav al base at Carteg ena. 
That Germany g ained paramou nt in­ 
flu ence in Parag u ay by org anizing the 
army and is carry ing ou t a similar 
plan in Chile. 
That Germany sou g ht to g ain a foot­ 
hold in Hay ti throu g h control of the 
cu stoms and the establishment of a 
nav al base at Mole St. Nicholas. 
That Germany practically controls 
the island of St. Thomas by lease from 
Denmark and has established there a 
base of g reat strateg ic v alu e, particu ­ 
larly becau se of its prox imity to Porto 
Rico and the Panama canal. 
The committee has also docu men­ 
tary ev idence indicating that althou g h 
the Eu ropean 
war interru pted the 
prosecu tion of these plans, Germany 
intends to resu me the efforts to parti­ 
cipate in the affairs of western hem­ 
isphere as soon as peace shall he re­ 
stored.

Feb. 14.—The Central News 
is au thority for a report that all sin­ 
g le men are to he called on to enlist 
soon.

Chicag o, Feb. 14.—“I do not wish 
to create a panic in Chicag o,” was thi 
reply of First Depu ty Su perintendent 
of Police Schu ettler, when asked to 
g iv e his v iews of the plot to poison 
200 prominent Chicag oans at the ban 
q u et in honor of Archbishop Mu n­ 
delein. 
Schu ettler refu sed to admit that he 
believ es Jean Crones, missing assist 
ant chef at the Univ ersity clu b, is tin 
only man who fig u red in the plot. 
Indications that Schu ettler is hot 
Dn Crones’ trail and is g athering ev i­ 
dence of a wholesale plot, in which 
Crones was only a u nit among a g ang 
of anarchists, who planned to wipe 
ou t a disting u ished g rou p of men, ap 
peared to he borne ou t from activ ities 
of his staff of detectiv es. 
Two hou rs before Health Commis 
•loner Robertson g av e ou t the report 
of F. O. Tonney , city chemist, that 3.7 
g rains of white ox ide arsenic had been 
fou nd in an analy sis of 
a pint (16 
ou nces) of the poisoned sou p serv er 
at the banq u et, two anarchists were 
taken into Schu ettler’s office. 
They were confronted with trail 
scripts of speeches taken down bv 
Schu ettler’s inv estig ators and by oth­ 
er ag ents, wTho hav e been present at 
ev ery secret and open meeting of th r’ 
rev olu tionists of Chicag o. 
When they had g one. Schu ettler in 
an interv iew admitted he has had re 
ports on Crones for sev eral month13 
He knows the meeting s Crones had 
attended and what he said at thos- 
meeting s. 
He admitted Crones is a 
“dy ed-in-the-wool” anarchist, that he 
knows his associates. 
Schu ettler fou nd that Crones at a 
meeting of anarchists last May asked 
the speaker if his stu dy of chemistr. 
—he is an amateu r chemist—wou ld in 
ju re his standing in the anarchist? 
mov ement. The speaker’s reply prob 
ably throws lig ht on the motiv e of 
the poison plot. 
It w'as this: 
“No. a 
chemist cou ld do a g reat deal in th*1 
anarchist mov ement.” 
Search of Crones’ room brou g ht to 
lig ht the names of two of his asso­ 
ciates and their addresses. 
One man 
is a New Yorker and the other liv es 
in Scranton. Pa. 
From the report of the city chemist, 
which was g iv en ou t by the health 
commissioner, it appears that only the 
practice of serv ing meag er dishes of 
sou ps and consommes at an ex clu siv e 
banq u et, sav ed the liv es of the dinner 
g u ests. 
Commissioner Robertson de­ 
clared that two g rains of arsenic is 
the smallest poisonou s dose. 
Mr. 
Tonney 
estimated 
that 
480 
g rains of arsenic had been placed in 
the sou p kettle. 
It was also stated 
that a bottle which had contained this 
amou nt of the poison had been fou nd 
in Crones’ room.

Serbia was ov erthrown, so her anx iety 
to make terms cau ses no su rprise 
among the entente powers.

declaring war it was definitely an­ 
nou nced in her behalf that her par­ 
ticipation wou ld be limited to the cam­ 
paig n in Serbia and that once Serbia 
was conq u ered her activ e participa­ 
tion wou ld cease. 
No Intimation of 
the terms Bu lg aria seeks cou ld not be 
obtained.

London, Feb. 14.—German attacks 
of v ary ing intensity on v ariou s parts 
of the French and British line, from 
Belg iu m to the Vosg es, hav e made the 
past tw'o day s, day s of g reat activ ity 
on the western front.

tw'een reconnoitering parties armed 
with hand g renades to assau lts pre­ 
ceded by ex tensiv e artillery prepara­ 
tions and carried ou t by considerable 
bodies of troops. 
The most v ig orou s 
of the offensiv es were in Champag ne 
and the reg ion north of Arras wrhere 
there has been almost constant fig ht­ 
ing for day s. 
The g reatest g ain claims by the 
Germans, they say , were made be­ 
tween 
Somme-Py 
and 
St. 
Sou plet. 
Here the German official statement 
claims the captu re by storm of 700 
y ards of French positions with 206 
prisoners. 
The French commu niq u e 
say s that the Germans g ained a foot­ 
hold in some adv anced trench ele­ 
ments east of the road from Tahu re 
to Somme-Py . 
These two references 
may refer to the same action, althou g h 
it wou ld appear that the French state­ 
ment refers to operations somewhat 
fu rther to the east than the Ger­ 
man. 
Fiv e separate assau lts were made 
in the Vimy sector north of Arras. 
Fou r of the attacks failed, the Ger­ 
mans su cceeding in the fifth attempt 
in penetrating the French positions 
west of Hill 140, hu t were driv en ou t 
ag ain by a cou nter-attack so that the 
series of assau lts resu lted in no g ain. 
The German offensiv e ex tended as 
far 
north 
as Boesing he, north 
of 
Ypres, where the Germans annou nce 
the captu re of forty British prisoners. 
The Tu rks hav e su cceeded in inter­ 
ru pting teleg raphic commu nication be­ 
tween General Townshend, command­ 
er in chief of the main British Mesopo 
tamia army , su rrou nded at Ku t-El- 
Amara, and the relief forces u nder 
General Ay lmer, tw'enty -three miles 
below' the Ku t position. 
The Tu rkish 
official statement say s that a Tu rkish 
reconnoitering colu mn adv ancing to­ 
ward Sheik Said, destroy ed hostile 
teleg raph lines. 
Sheik Said is the 
point on the Tig ris, abou t twenty -fiv e 
miles below Ku t-El-Amara, where a 
larg e Tu rkish force has been blockine 
General Ay lmer’s force ev er since it 
had reached that position on its way 
from Ismwfli-Gherbito Ku t. 
Another report issu ed by the Tu rk 
ish war office told of the defeat of 
British forces near Korna, say ing that 
the British were compelled to flee, 
abandoning their dead. 
A su ccess on the Cau casu s is also 
claimed by Constantinople. 
A state 
ment say s the Ru ssians w’ere driv en 
ou t of positions they had prev iou sly 
captu red from the Tu rks. 
The Ru s 
sians are said to hav e su ffered heav y 
losses.

Camp ­ 
b ell say s that the more malaria, ty ­ 
p hoid and other germs a mosq u ito car­ 
ries the b etter the b at relishes it 
After Ap ril 30 the b ats grow7 less 
hu ngry and more sleep y . 
By the end 
of Ju ly their flight totals only ab ou t 
two hou rs. Soon thereafter the season 
for b ab y b ats arriv es.

“The sou nds swished b ack and forth 
for what seemed ages, and I cou ldn't 
driv e them away . Then came the re­ 
alization of p ain. Again that p ricking 
as of millions of needles in my flesh.

Few ordinary citizens are aw are of 
the amazing mass of detail which a t­ 
tended the p rep aration and ex ecu tion 
of the recently conclu ded trip of First 
Citizen Wilson, where b e made his 
activ e 
camp aign 
for 
p rep aredness. 
Those who saw and heard him were 
chiefly consciou s of the fact that the 
p resident arriv ed on a sp ecial train, 
went to a hotel or a hall, made a 
sp eech and dep arted again according 
to schedu le. Of all the infinite trou b le 
that p receded this ap p arently simp le 
p rocedu re they were u naware. 
As soon as it b ecame known throu gh 
the cou ntry that the p resident was 
contemp lating a sp eech making trip 
throu gh the central states the W hite 
Hou se b egan to hear from those states 
ev en b efore an itinerary of cities and 
tow7ns had b een made u p . 
Ev ery city , 
town and v illage in the middle west 
wanted the p resident to make a stop , 
and none of them ap p eared to b e con­ 
sciou s of the slightest reason why he 
shou ld not do so. 
The White Hou se 
was delu ged with inv itations, b oth b y 
mail and telegrap h. 
They w7ere inv i­ 
tât ions of the most p ressing and cor­ 
dial character. 
At first there were a 
good many of a p olitical character. 
Then when it b ecame known that the 
p resident’s trip was to b e strictly non­ 
p olitical came the b ig b oom in inv ita­ 
tions from nonp olitical organizatons. 
Undertaking to Map Ou t Itinerary . 
The annou ncement of the p relimi­ 
nary itinerary au tom atically eliminated 
hu ndreds of towns and cities from con­ 
sideration. althou gh scores of them 
were not willing to acknowledge it. 
They p ersisted in p ointing ou t to the 
W hite Hou se how easy it was to reach 
Smithtown or Jou esv ille b y n two hou r 
jou rney from Pittsb u rgh or how a little 
jau nt ov er to Rob insou b u rg or Miller's 
Ju nction cou ld b e made in no time 
from Chicago or Milwau kee. 
They 
gu aranteed citizens' committees, b ig 
au diences and all sorts of hosp itality . 
They ap p eared to think that the p resi­ 
dent cou ld tu rn a day of twenty -fou r 
hou rs Into one of 124. 
So at last the schedu le was map p ed 
ou t, not withou t many heartb u rnings 
and comp laints throu ghou t the middle 
west b ecau se the p resident fou nd it 
imp ossib le to b e in eighteen different 
p laces at the same time. 
With the 
definite determination of the itinerary 
came the task of p erfecting details in 
each city and town. 
Recep tion com­ 
mittees had to b e selected, hotel ar­ 
rangements made, rou tes of trav el in 
each town carefu lly chosen, hou rs of 
arriv al and dep artu re rigidly fix ed, etc. 
Then there were the arrangements 
for the p rop er p rotection of the p resi­ 
dent on his jou rney . 
This meant that 
a secret serv ice man attached to the 
regu lar White Hou se staff v isited each 
city in tu rn sev eral day s in adv ance of 
the p residential arriv al and went into 
conference with the citizen organiza­ 
tions and the p olice au thorities. Rou tes 
throu gh the streets w7ere insp ected, 
halls were carefu lly ex amined, hotels 
were looked ov er, and minu te p lans 
were made. Perhap s no p resident ev er 
made a trip throu gh the cou ntry where 
more ex traordinary p recau tions were 
taken to p reserv e his safety and con­ 
v enience. In Milwau kee ev en the state 
troop s were called ou t to assist in the 
p rop er p olicing of the city . 
All these arrangem ents had to b e p er­ 
fected to the last detail b efore the p res­ 
ident left Washington. 
In many cases 
those who are officially charged with 
gu arding the p resident made radical 
changes in the p lans of civ ic organiza­ 
tions. 
For instance, mu ch comment 
fou nd its way into newsp ap ers ov er 
the fact that only ab ou t 200 citizens 
witnessed tb e arriv al of the p resident 
in Pittsb u rgh.

ANTI- GUN LAW CREDITED

The effect of the Su lliv an law7 and 
similar restrictiv e measu res is notice­ 
ab le in New York Police Commissioner 
Woods’ rep ort for 1915 . A m arked de 
crease in the nu mb er of felonies Is 
shown. 
The Su lliv an law p rohib its 
hav ing a p istol in one’s p ossession, 
ev en in the home, w ithou t a p erm it 
There were 240 mu rders in the city 
in 1915 as comp ared with 25 7 in 1914 
and 2S0 in 1913. 
For 1915 arrests were made In 15 0 
cases; 100 in 1914 and 107 in 1913. For 
all felonies the arrests nu mb ered 23,17 1 
as comp ared with 23,028 for the p re­ 
v iou s y ear. 
Commissioner Woods lay s stress u p on 
the nu mb er of conv ictions ob tained 
du ring the y ear, the highest record 
ev er ob tained b y the dep artm ent, he 
rep orts. The conv ictions w7ere p laced 
at 16 1,121, or 7 9.94 p er cent of the 
cases disp osed of. 
In 1914 the p er­ 
centage was 7 4.5 0, in 1913 7 3.07 and in 
1912 7 1.5 2. 
Of the m u rders committed 123 were 
w7ith firearms. 
The effect of the Su lli­ 
v an law7 is p articu larly noticeab le in 
this resp ect. 
In 1914 the mu rders b y 
shooting nu mb ered 15 4, and 15 8 for the 
p rev iou s y ear. 
Bu rglaries decreased 
p rogressiv ely 
throu ghou t 
the 
y ear. 
Grand larcenies decreased throu ghou t 
the first three-q u arters, b u t increased 
du ring the hist q u arter. 


ABSORBS GERMAN GASES. 


Sodiu m Thiosu lp hate Used b y Allies to 
Circu mv ent Foes. 


The armies of the allies are u sing 
sp onges or gau ze soaked with some so­ 
lu tion to ab sorb the chlorine and b ro­ 
mine gases emp loy ed b y the Germans 
in trench warfare. 
Ordinary “hy p o,” 
or sodiu m p hosp hate, is widely u sed 
for this p u rp ose, and It giv es generally 
good resu lts ex cep t that the reaction 
b etween tb e hy p o and chlorine or b ro­ 
mine lib erates hy drochloric and su l­ 
p hu ric acid. 
These acids, the Scientific American 
say s, can b e su ccessfu lly neu tralized 
b y adding sodiu m carb onate to the 
hy p o solu tion, making the mix tu re as 
follows; Cry stallized sodiu m carb onate 
(decahy drate), six ty p arts; cry stallized 
hy p o (p cntahy drate), fifty -two p arts 
and water 100 p arts. 
Dry ing of the solu tion can b e p re­ 
v ented b y the addition of gly cerol. 


cau se of the fact that the secret serv ­ 
ice men decided that the p resident’s 
train shou ld stop not nt the main sta­ 
tion, b u t at one in an ou tly ing section 
of the city , and that this w7as not gen­ 
erally kjiown or annou nced b efore his 
arriv al.

OÜIS DEMBITZ BRANDEIS Is 
regarded rs one of the most rad 
4 ieal and outspoken lawyers in 
the country. 
Therefore 
when 
President Wilson sent his name to the 
senate for confirmation to fill the va 
cancy on the Uulted States supreme 
bench caused by the death of Justice 
Lamar the entire nation was sur 
prised. 
Mr. Brandéis, who is the first Jew to 
t^e nominated for the office of supreme 
court Justice in the 127 years’ history 
of the court, had not even figured in 
the calculations of the politicians of 
either party 
As near as can be learn 
ed his name was not among the twen 
j 
ty-seven proposed by the leaders of the j 
Democratic party for the position. 
There is reason to believe, however, j 
that the president, who has always en 
tertainod a high regard for the Boston \ 
lawyer upon whom he finally settled, 
has had him in mind ever since the 
death of Justice Lamar of Georgia 
made a vacancy on the bench. 
The senators and party leaders of 
eight states had proposed names for j 
the place to tin* president, among them 
former President Taft, Frederick W j 
Lehmann and some of the most dls | 
tinguished Jurists of Texas, Georgia. I 
North Carolina, Kentucky, Missouri, i 
West Virginia. South Carolina and 
Arkansas. 
Following the receipt of the nomina 
tion of Mr. Brandéis in the senate the 
leaders of the president’s party recall­ 
ed that Mr. Brandéis figured exten­ 
sively In the president’s cabinet plans 
following his election in 1912.

but that such methods were most thor 
ough and conclusive, however, was ad­ 
mitted generally by railway officials 
themselves and mem tiers of congress. 
The fact that (he railways were not 
given permission to adopt an even high­ 
er tariff than that granted was credit­ 
ed to the success of Mr. Brandeis in 
showing that, with efficient manage­ 
ment, the railway systems of the coun­ 
try could lie conducted on a more eco­ 
nomical basis and earn a larger per­ 
centage of profits. 
The results did not make friends for 
the man whom the president nominates 
for the supreme court ben< h. 


Some of His Views. 


Some of his public utterances have 
been: 
“The great trouble with all forms 
of business today is that too little 
attention is given to the men at 
the bottom of the ladder.“ 
“The bc.vt brains should teach the 
men lowest down.” 
“All the powers of capital and all 
the ability and intelligence of the 
men who wield and serve capital 
have been used to make slaves of 
these steel workers.” 
“Capital in many instances really 
earns a great deal less than is safe 
for industry." 
“There is little choice between 
unions and 
employers 
when 
it 
comes to violence.” 
“There must be not only a divi­ 
sion of profits, but of responsibil­ 
ity,” 
“The worker must have a voice 
in saying how the business shall 
be run.” 
“Crush the trusts and the high 
cost of living will decrease.” 
"Th.’ liberty of the workingman 
is a hoax.” 
“Competition in business corre­ 
sponds to liberty in political and 
civil life.” 
‘T o preserve the liberty of the 
many we find it necessary to re­ 
strict the liberty of the few.” 
“ Trice cutting merely is one of 
the many methods of unfair compe­ 
tition.” 
“Excesses o f competition lead to 
monopoly Just as excesses of lib­ 
erty lead to absolutism,” 


Later he was instrumental in bringing 
about the reformation of the New York. 
New Haven and Hartford. 
In that same year he argued the ap­ 
peal of the women of Oregon In the 
supreme * ourt of the United States fix­ 
ing the hours of labor. 
On Feb. 2S, 
1907, the supreme court {»aid him the 
almost unparalleled tribute of compli­ 
menting him by name in its opinion 
and of quoting extensively from his 
unique brief. The same thing happen­ 
ed when he won a similar victory for 
the women of Illinois, fixing ten hours 
as a day’s work. 
In the Ballinger-Tinchot controversy 
Brandeis espoused the cause of Louis 
U. Glavis against Secretary of the In­ 
terior Ballinger. 
Ballinger had been 
whitewashed by the administration, 
but when the matter came before a 
congressional committee Glavis won. 
During the summer of 1909 Brandeis, 
almost unaided, settled the disastrous 
garment workers* strike In New York. 
After Investigating the railroad sit­ 
uation and appearing as the advocate 
of the shippers against the railroads, 
Mr. Brandeis made the statem ent that 
the railroads of the country could save 
$1,000,000 a day If proper economies 
were practiced and the roads put upon 
an efficiency basis. 
He undertook to 
demonstrate this without salary. 
He es[H>used the cause of President 
Wilson and was mentioned prominent­ 
ly as a cabinet possibility. 
His ap­ 
pointment was bitterly opposed by the 
Massachusetts Bar association and by 
Massachusetts politicians. 
While nev­ 
er an office seeker, Mr. Brandeis final­ 
ly became counsel to the interstate 
commerce commission. 
He received his early education in 
the Louisville schools and studied law 
at Harvard, 
lie was admitted to the 
j Bor ton bar in 1878, and was married 
j to Alice Goldmark of New York city 
in 1891. 
He Is a member of a number 
of Boston clubs, including tlie Union, 
| City and Exchange, the Harvard club 
| of New York and the Dedham (Mass.) 
I club. 
He Is an honorary member of 
Phi Beta Kappa society of Harvard, 
and is the author of a number of 
books, monographs, etc., on life In­ 
surance. 
public 
franchises, 
money, 
banking and finance. He is a frequent 
contributor to legal publications. 
About two years ago he became In­ 
terested in the Zionist movement, and 
has since taken his place in its ranks. 
He has become one of the most active 
workers in the cause, and much of its 
success is due to his effort. He Is an 
ardent supporter of woman suffrage, 
although he formerly opposed it. 


Governor Simeon E. Baldwin, former 
chief Justice of the Connecticut su 
preme court and one of the leading au 
thoritles on international law in the 
United Stutes, is studying the Appam 
case carefully and finds it analogous 
to a case in President W ashington’s 
administration which nearly Involved 
this country in a war with France 
Governor Baldwin says regarding the 
case: 
“The entry of the Appam into an 
American port presents a difficult ques­ 
tion in international law. 
She has 
come in to seek what is commonly 
called an asylum. 
As we are at peace 
with Germany, if she were a regular 
German man-of-war sailing from a 
German port, there would be no ques­ 
tion of her status. 
Apparently, how­ 
ever, she is an English m erchant ship, 
to which Germany has no other title 
than that of capture and possession. 
She has never been adjudicated a 
prize by a legitimate prize court. 
Our 
prize courts here would have no juris­ 
diction to adjudge her to be a prize. 
Some nations refuse an asylum under 
such circumstances. 
“The matter is discussed in Calvo’s 
work on international law', theoretical 
and practical. 
He states a principle, 
generally accepted, that where a bel­ 
ligerent brings a prize into a neutral 
port it cannot be sold without a judg­ 
ment from a prize court and the au­ 
thorization of the neutral sovereign, 
but he says this rule is differently in­ 
terpreted in different states, and w’hile 
some states refuse an asylum alto­ 
gether to prizes made by belligerents 
others accord it without reserve and 
put no obstacles in the way of a sale. 
“Wheaton in his work favors a lib­ 
eral construction of the right of asy­ 
lum. 
An analogous question to some 
of those raised by the appearance of 
the Appam in our waters engaged the 
attention of the United States during 
the administration of President W ash­ 
ington and nearly involved its In war 
with France.” 


Moewe the Raider, S a y s Berg. 
Lieutenant Berg submitted to his first 
interview. 
It was notable chiefly for 
its brevity, but it was also notable for j 
the measure of responsibility he took i 
upon himself for the capture of the 
Appam and her fellows. 
It cast no more light upon the iden 
tity of the raider than has been thrown, 
but Berg reiterated that the raider w as 
the Moewe and none other. 
“It would be useless,” said Lieuten­ 
ant Berg, “for me to repeat the story 
of the capture of the seven British 
ships and their crews by myself and 
my men. 
The accounts that I have 
seen have been correct in almost every 
detail. 
“After we captured sLx other steam ­ 
ships and sank them w’e encountered 
the Appam at noon, which we recog­ 
nized as an Englishman from afar, 
notwithstanding the fact that she did 
not carry a flag. 
“ We ran up the German ensign and 
signaled her to stop. 
When the cap­ 
tain did not heave to at once and the 
men at the gun appeared to load and 
aim we fired a warning shot, where- 
upon the Appam heaved to and sur­ 
rendered. 


Com m anded by Dohna. 
“Captain-Lieutenaut 
Count 
Dolma 
sent a boat w ith a prize crew on board. 
Later ou 1 was ordered to command 
the prize and was instructed to take 
her to the closest American harbor. 
“And the next morning came further 
orders to leave the Moewe, We steam­ 
ed off, and shortly afterw ard w'e heard 
the exchange of shots during the battle 
with the Clan Mactavish while w'e re­ 
mained at a great distance and drew 
near only afterw ard to pick up some 
wounded who were sent to us in order 
to get them quickly under medical 
treatm ent. 
“Then we pursued our Journey ac­ 
cording to orders. 
From the first day 
I was compelled to shorten rations In 
order to follow theseT>rders. 
“As to the raider’s being either the 
Tonga or the Boon,” Berg continued, 
“1 say only this, and I never shall say 
more: 
“My ship was his m ajesty’s Moewe.” 
To a series of further questions as to 
when the Moewe was built, whether 
she was ever a freighter, whether 
plates from the old Moewe were placed 
on her, and as to other points that have 
puzzled file world since lie brought the 
Appam to the Virginia capes in the 
dawn a few days ago Lieutenant Berg 
repeated patiently: 
“She is the Moewe.” 
He was willing, however, to go into 
these further details of his trip across 
the Atlantic: 
“Generally speaking, our trip across 
the Atlantic was without incident. We 
saw' no warships, but met several mer­ 
chantmen. On our arrival we were re 
eeived by American authorities very 
nicely. Although I am satisfied to have 
carried out my duty, I would prefer 
very much to be back on the Moewe.” i

The present population comprises 32, 
737 persons of Mexican descent, 27,359 
whites other than of Mexican descent, 
1,514 negroes, 243 Chinese, 44 Japanese 
and 5 Indiana. The census was taken 
by local enumerators under the super­ 
vision of Emmons K. Ellsworth, an of­ 
ficial of the bureau of the census. 
In addition to the population above 
show’ll, there were in the corporate 11m 
Its of the city, but not counted as a 
part of the bona tide population, 7,047 
refugees or persons temporarily in El 
Paso aw aiting settlem ent of conditions 
In Mexico and 1,703 soldiers.

Identity of the disguised German ship 
in the Atlantic which captured the 
British liner Appam off the Canary 
islands ou Jan. 15 and sent her to Nor­ 
folk a German prize of war has been 
made known by officers of the other 
British steamships she captured and 
sank. 
These officers went on board the raid­ 
er and had ample time to look her over 
from stem to stern. 
They agreed, as 
Lieutenant Ilaus Berg, who took the 
Appam to Norfolk has insisted, that 
the captor was the Moewe. 
But she 
was not the surveying ship Moewe or 
any other Moewe known in maritime 
circles. She was a new freight steam ­ 
ship equipped with guns, and as one 
of the sailors from her in the detail 
to the Appam told Mrs. Francis Fuller, 
wife of the commissioner generul of 
Ashanti, who was an Appam passen­ 
ger, the raider was one of a fleet of 
nine such vessels fitted out by the Ger­ 
mans to prey ou British merchantmen, 
two of which already have made their 
way out of the Kiel canal to the high 
seas. 
Saluted B ritish W arsh ip s. 
Mrs. Fuller said she talked with this 
German seaman on the Appam several 
times and that he confided to her one 
day about the nine craft, saying that 
the captor of the Appam made her way 
to sea on New Year’s day and, with a 
Swedish flag flying, passed and saluted 
three British war vessels of the North 
sea fleet 
She was named the Moewe, which is 
German for seagull, because she was 
painted white originally and because 
German craft of that name have been 
favored by fortune for many years 
p a st 
Several of her crew were from the 
surveying ship Moewe and wore their 
old hat bands. 
Others had hat bands 
marked Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse. 
the North German Lloyd liner, which 
was sunk on Aug. 20, 1914, off the Afri­ 
can coast, near the Canary islands, by 
the British cruiser Highflyer. 
The British officers described her as 
a new freighter that apparently had 


oeen selected for hurried converting 
into a cruiser, because all her fittings 
hud not been installed, and she could 
be equipped easily with guns without 
any ripping away. She may have been 
the Tonga, a new German ship, they 
said, as she was the same size and had 
a lifeboat with the name Tonga on it» 
bow. 
A Vessel of 6,500 Tons. 
They described her as about a 0,500 
ton vessel, with a large coal capacity 
as well as fittings for fruit carrying, 
so fliat she was designed for roving 
and would have been ^classed as a 
tramp. 
She had one funnel and two 
masts. 
There was no warship con­ 
struction about her except the supports 
for the gun bases, which had been riv­ 
eted roughly into her frames. 
She carried five fifteen-centimeter 
guns, or about six inch ones. 
Four 
were installed forward, two on either 
side and one aft. Those forward were 
set low on the deck and hidden by 
wooden shields that lifted up beside 
them like trapdoors, and with a cover 
on them appeared like nothing more 
harmful than a well stowed forward 
deck load of freight. 
Her bolds were filled with coal and 
supplies enough for her to remain at 
sea as long as two months without re­ 
plenishing. None of her foodstuffs was 
given to the Appam though, and there 
was a shortage of food on the British 
liner. There was no suffering, but dur­ 
ing the last four days on the voyage 
across the Atlantic from the Canaries 
to Norfolk those aboard her had noth­ 
ing but rice and cheese to eat. 
Lieu­ 
tenant Berg ate this with the rest of 
his crew and his captives. 
He even 
permitted Captain Harrison of the Ap­ 
pam to retain his seat at the center ta­ 
ble In the saloon. 


Q u ickly Suppresses Plot. 
Both the Appam’s passengers and 
the officers from the sunken ships ad­ 
mitted that a plot brewed on the Ap­ 
pam to overpower Lieutenant Berg and 
til,- German sailors of the prize crew 
with him, 
but 
the German officer 
calmly warned every one not to start 
anything. 
He pointed to the bombs 
he had placed about the Appam and 
explained how he had wired them all 
to the bridge so that they could all be 
set off from there by u mere throwing 
of a switch with his fingers. 
He said he bad made up his mind 
if a British cruiser overtook the Ap­ 
pam he would signal to her that he 
had many British subjects on board 
and that If she interfered with him he 
would set off the bombs. 
“I’ll go with you.” he said quietly 
and firmly, but without a bit of brava­ 
do. 
Then he added. “Nothing would 
rna-ke me surrender this ship to the 
British.” 
Prior to this the Appam’s passengers 
had prayed that a British vessel would 
appear and rescue them.

P h o to bv A m erican P re s s A sso ciatio n 
New Yo rk, Feb. 14.—The district 
atto rney has reliable info rmatio n re­ 
specting the real instigato rs o f the 
murder o f Barnet Baff. 
He kno ws 
the names o f the men who went to 
the Harlem salo o n and clo sed the deal 
fo r Baff’s murder. 
Their identity is 
being withheld o nly until the men 
them selv es are trapped by the po lice. 


In England they call it “ co nscrip­ 
tio n,” in America “ draft.” 
But the 
parallel between the co nditio ns under 
which co mpulso ry military serv ice was 
ado pted in the United States and the 
circumstances in which it beco mes ef­ 
fectiv e in Great Britain is quite co m­ 
plete. 
In the six ties the United States was 
fighting fo r the preserv atio n o f the 
Unio n. 
Half a century ago the United States 
ado pted co nscriptio n as a metho d o f 
o btaining recruits at a time when v o l­ 
unteering had almo st entirely ceased, 
o wing to the po o r success o f the Unio n 
co mmanders in the war with the so uth; 
England ttalay requires mo re men fo r 
the successful pro secutio n o f the war 
than o rdinary metho ds o f appeal hav e 
secured—mo re men by far than ex ­ 
trao rdinary effo rts, including the Der­ 
by campaign, hav e wo n fo r the co lo rs 
—and the “ slackers” are unwilling to 
enlist in part because the prestige o f 
v icto ries in the field belo ngs largely to 
the enemy ’s arms. 
In this co untry In 18 63 there were 
large numbers o f ablebo died men who 
were eligible fo r military serv ice; in 
Great Britain in 19 16 there are great 
numbers o f eligible men who o f their 
o wn acco rd do no t co me fo rward to eu 
list. 
Also in the time o f the civ il war the 
go v ernment at Washingto n tried to 
av o id reso rt to ex treme measures, but 
ado pted co nscriptio n at last, while in 
England there was a lo ng perio d o f 
hesitatio n, and at last o bligato ry serv ­ 
ice is ado pted. 


The Draft Riots. 
And finally in this co untry there 
were serio us rio ts when the draft be­ 
gan o peratio ns, and in England the 
po ssibility o f serio us diso rders has had 
the grav e study o f the premier and 
his adv isers. 
Also in bo th co untries a 
pro cess o f registratio n o f all citizens 
eligible fo r serv ice preceded the Inau­ 
guratio n o f co nscriptio n. 
There are many perso ns who remem 
her well the terrible day s In mid-J uly , 
18 63, when the streets o f no rthern 
cities were full o f rio ters, and the dis­ 
o rders bad to be quelled by fo rce o f 
arms. 
In New Yo rk the rio ting lasted to ur 
day s. In which the lo ss in killed and 
wo unded men was nearly 1.000, and 
the damage to pro perty , public and 
priv ate, was estimated at mo re than 
$1,500,000. 
The diso rders were no t so serio us in 
o ther cities. 
In Bo sto n there was o ne 
rio t, which threatened to assume fo r 
midable pro po rtio ns, co sting at least 
sev en liv es and the wo unding o f a 
sco re o f perso ns. 
There was tro uble 
in Po rtsmo uth, N. H.; rio ting o ccurred 
in Tro y , N. \\, and there was a deal o f 
co mmo tio n in Ho lmes co unty , O. 
This is the sto ry o f the draft ami 
the rio ts which it o ccasio ned, with a 
minimum amo unt o f attentio n to the 
big rio t in New Yo rk and a rather full 
statement o f the tro ubles in Bo sto n. 
When the electio ns o f 18 62 we re held 
the party o f the administratio n was 
defeated in such impo rtant states as 
New Yo rk, New J ersey , Pennsy lv ania, 
Ohio , Indiana, Illino is and Wisco nsin. 
The adv erse v erdict against the party 
o f Linco ln was a pro test against the 
sacrifice o f such v ast amo unts o f life 
and treasure witho ut the acco mplish 
ing o f v ery great military results. 
In so me states the draft already had 
been put In o peratio n, but as a state 
measure, to secure men fo r the militia. 
In Pennsy lv ania and Wisco nsin there 
was o pen v io lence against It in August. 
18 62. 
By 
18 63 v o lunteering had almo st 
ceased. 
The effo rts by the states to 
use the draft were no t satisfacto ry , 
and at length a co nscriptio n act was 
passed by the natio nal co ngress and 
appro v ed o n March 3 o f that y ear. 
This draft o perated directly upo n the 
peo ple o f the natio n instead o f thro ugh 
the states as Intermediaries. 
In the so uth a co nscriptio n act was 
rigidly enfo rced. 
President Linco ln re­ 
fused to suspend the draft o r to delay 
it while waiting fo r a supreme co urt 
decisio n upo n its legality , say ing: “ We 
are co ntending with an enemy who , as 
I understand, driv es ev ery ablebo died 
man he can reach into his ranks, v ery 
much as a butcher driv es bullo cks into 
a slaughter pen. • • • My purpo se is 
to be in my actio n just and co nstitu­ 
tio nal and y et practical.” 
The wo rds o f Linco ln apply to the 
situatio n acro ss the water to day and 
state the case fo r co nscriptio n almo st 
as Lo rd No rtbcltffe himself wo uld put 
It. 
With co nscriptio n it will be inter­ 
esting to watch ev ents and see what 
fo rms o ppo sitio n may take and ho w 
stern that o ppo sitio n may be. 
Human 
nature is a go o d deal alike o n bo th 
sides o f the water and do es no t alter 
much in a half century o f “ pro gress.”

Place in mo derate o v en o n to p rack 
and bake o ne-half ho ur, then remo v e 
co v er and bake fifteen minutes o r until 
bro wn. This is best serv ed co ld. Can 
be helped fro m dish in which it has 
been baked o r serv ed in iee cream 
glasses wiih whipped cream. 
The New Raisin Co o ky .—Two cup­ 
fuls o f seeded raisins, o ne-half cupful 
sho rtening, o ne cupful sugar, o ne-quar- 
ter cupful milk, o ne lev el teaspo o uful 
salt, two eggs, fo ur cupfuls flo ur o r 
eno ugh flo ur to ro ll thin; fo ur teaspo o n- 
fuls baking po wder. Cream the sho rt­ 
ening and sugar to gether until light, 
add salt, well beaten eggs, stir until 
smo o th, add milk slo wly . 
Wash and 
dry the raisins, put thro ugh fo o d cho p­ 
per, add to mix ture, sift two cupfuls

New Raisin Co o ky Witho ut Eggs.— 
Two cupfuls seeded raisins, o ne cupful 
bro wn sugar, o ne-half cupful sho rten­ 
ing, o ne cupful baking mo lasses, o ne 
teaspo o nful salt, o ne-half cupful bo il­ 
ing water o r so ur milk, o ne teaspo o nful 
baking so da; fiv e cupfuls flo ur. 
But 
sugar, sho rtening and mo lasses into 
bo wl, rub until smo o th; add salt, bak­ 
ing so da which has been disso lv ed in 
water. 
Add raisins which hav e been 
washed, dried and put thro ugh fo o d 
sho pper, sift flo ur and wo rk into a 
do ugh so it can be ro lled o ut a quarter 
o f an inch thick. Mo re flo ur may be 
added if needed. 
Cut with flo ured 
co o ky cutter and bake In ho t o v en 
eight to ten minutes.
